On this lake the fertility of the surrounding 
country entirely depends; plenty, or nimino, hangs up- 
on I t ; fur, in this hot climate, the heavv rains fall but 
seldom, and periodically; and the refreshing dews of 
eve, though sufficient to revive the lily, droopimr on its 
stalk, or to give fragrance to the lovely Asoca^ which 
blossoms but for a few hours, then .scatters its iiowereU 
ere the ice bird, the earliest bird of morning, “ has pro­ 
claimed the approach of day;” yet, for the cultivation 
or nee, on which they depend for their daily food, a 
quantity of water la requisite; for, alas! “ not e’en love 
can live on dowers.” 
This bank, or wall, is preserved 
AVith the utmost care : occasionally, however, torrents 
of rain, which pour from the inouatains, in very heavy 
»ireams, will, in spite of all their exertions, break down 
or destroy the bank (or bund, as its called.) 
For tiiree 
succes.sive years this had been the ca.se ; and, though 
men were constantly at work to repair the mischief, still 
the demon of destruction would destroy, in a few hours 
the labor of days. 
At length, famwhed and ruined, thè 
inhabitants of the village commanded a pilgrimage to 
the sacred Temple to consult the Deity.
